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INTRODUanON 



^ Resource sharing has long been a goal of Ubrarits lemng nonhandicapped people bwtuse no library can hope 
to possess every book or source of infonnation produced throughout the world. Tht ideal is to make it possible 
for a eUent of a particular library to gmn acceis to the information iourcci availabli in other libraries both 
nationally and internationally. To this end| a worldwide interlibrary loan system, in proems now, should be fuUy 
developed. 

The "International Exchange of BibUographlc Information on Materials for the Blind and Physically Handi- 
capped" has been formulated by the Hound Table of Libraries for the Blind (RTLB), This policy is based on 
principles and mtthods tried and tested by library systems throughout the world that i^a no^andicapp^ 
readers. Since thase institutions have found resource sharing m necessary as it is beneficial, Ubr^es serving 
handicapped individu^s should reallie that resource sharing is equally essentia. 

The first step toward resource sharing ii eitablishment of a national bibliographic center in aach country* The 
purpose of a center is to build a national union catalog based on information from libr^es and producers abNout 
existing and new materials for handicapped individuals* Incorporation of the centeri into, or their close associa- 
^ tion with, the national libraiy system of their country would be advantagtous for a variety of reasons, not the 
leait of which is the possibility of obtaining state funding for the tosU, spraally tf^^^ 
required to perform the centeri* work. 

Where feasible, computerization would greatly facilitate developmeni of national union catalogs, and no one 
should be intimidated by automation; however, a card catalog in the simplf st author-title fomat would be a use- 
ful bepnning. Whether manual or automated, such a syitem would permit the reader in search of a particular 
book to ascertain (by letter, telephone, or telex) whether the desired material is availi^ble and where it is located 
^ without the necessity of directing inquiries to each of the many agencies that 'may be active in a cbuntiy/The 
same convenience is doubly applicable to the intemation^ inquirer. Similarly, such a catalog would facilitate 
better utilization of a country's production facilitits since producers could ^oert^n whether a requested book is 
already available and in many cases avoid expensive and time-consuming production. ; 

Uniform standards of cataloging are necessary to enable the holders of the various national uiuon catalogs to 
communicate quickly, easily, and effectively. Basing standards on those already accepted Internationally seem^ 
best and led to a close examination of the International Standard Bibliographic D^cription (ISBD) as applied to 
Non-Book Materials (NBM). These particular standards were designed for nonbook materials, such as maps, 
video tapes, pictures, and audio media, usually used by sighted f ^ople. There have b^n no sptciflc provisions 
for Riaterials used by handicapped people, which are always braille or sound recording copies of existing 
materials. Therefore, it was decided to formulate certain adaptations of the ISBD for Non^Book Materiris to 
make these standm'ds suitable for use with materiali for hanicapped readers who invariably ask for books by 
the original print title, author, and edition— information seldom complete on specially formatted materials. 

The standards that follow are a goal* Seme are in effect, some are in prop^s, and others are yet to come. 
With this goal, we can anticipate the uniformity that is needed. Those countries yet to begin implementation may 
have an advantage since they can beneflt from the experience of those who have begun.

IL StandardlMttdn of Media c^fl^ehanie 

The IFLA WGLB r^o^iz^ the importMce of stand^dked media of exchange for bibliopaphic data. 
Such media may include: 

--publication of bibllopaphic records in r^ularly issued national bib Dpaphy; 
—catalog cfirds; ' 
— maclune-readable records* 
He WGLB propose that: 

L R^fesentatives of countri^ in the WGLB shall determine the appropriate forum for publication of 
bibliographic recofds of spedd^format materids, R§pref^entaUves of countries with active national bib- 
UopapbJis shaU confer with appropHate personis to determini whether the existrng national bibliography 
pro^ddes an outlet for these records^ If not, toe desipiated national center shaU explore initiation of an 
' alternate publication . ' . , ^ 

2, Each country sbaU explore m^hanlsms for making its catalog cards available to other countrie.^, and- 
produce a statement of policy. ^ " 

3. Existing capabiUties for machine-readable catalog records shall be reported by each country. Where 
machine-readable fonnats OTSt, they shall be review^ for conf onnance with existing standards for com- 
munication of this information, namely ISO 2709 md UNIMARC. Where new formats are developed, 
they shaU be compatible with national and international stM^

The WGLB pioposes to use the International Standard Bibllopaphic Description for Non-Book Mate- 
rials (ISBDINBM]), with appropriate additions and inteipretationSj as a staftdard for bibliographic descrip- 
tion* (Appendix 1 cont^ns the list of proposed additions and interpretations.) It Is recommended that all 
member libraries adopt catalopng rules consistent with the ISBD(NBM), The WdLB Subcommittee on 
Bibllopaphic Standards will serve as a rmo' mom lu u^sist members in determining tf ^^^r caf rSging 
policy,

The WGLB entablishes a Subcommittee on flibliographic Standards to perform the foJKjwuig ta

The following are additional provisions and lntirpr§tations of jesting provisions of the Intemationid St^- 
dtrd BlMographic Dascripdon for Non-Book Materials (ISBD[NBM1)** They are deiigned to adapt the 
ISBD(NBM) ip the special requirements of materials in braiUep recorded, and other formats for blind and physl- 
oally handicapped readers. They are not meant to supplant the ISBD(NBM), or to be used apart from it. It k 
luggest^ that they be reviewed with a copy of the ISBD(NBM) in hand. 

The fundamental reason for this set of additions and inten^retations is to |ufther the goal of libraries for the 
bUnd and phyiicaliy handicapped jo provide their readers with access to the world of books on 4 footing as near- 
ly equial with other readers as possible* Almost all the bool^ iir these Ubrariri are copied from print ori^als; 
very Uttle ?s done first in braille/recorded, or other special meteT^ooks are copied as faithfuUy Md exactly as 
possible intu special forraata^yit by the nature of the media used, the copies cannQt be exact repr^uctions, as 
photocopies or microform copies are. This situation requires the cataloger to balance the two functions of iden- 
tifying the print original, and describing the unique features of the special-format copy. Together with the 
ISBD(NBM), this document suppiiei the principles and general methods for perfonning that task. 

Preliminary Notes 
0.2. Defimtions 

Distributing agency--an organization or other entity which is designated by the sponsor of a special-format 
^ Item to distribute copies to appropriate agencies or Individuals. ^ 

Duplicating agency—an organization or other entity which is d^ignated by the sponsor of a>spedaI-fonnat 
item to make copies from a master. 

Mastering agency--'an organization designated by the sponsor of a ipecial-fonnat item to cr^te a special- 
format master. " 

Reissue^a named or otherwise identified batch of copies of an item produced from the same master copy as 

an earlier issue in the same physical formt and emanating froii the same spotisor or mastering agency. 
^ Remaster— an Issue of a title previously issued by the same sponiorj but which has been crated from a new 

master. Normally the s.ime edition of the print book is used for the remaster. 
Re-recording— a batch of copi^ in .a different physical form from the original issue, but created from the 

same master. ^ 
Sponsor— the organization or other entity which initiates the conversion of a print book into a special formati 

'tad commissions and/or finances the creation of a m^ter and duplicarion and distribution of copies. 

0.4. Punctuation 

Point (a) states that in areai 1, 2, 4, and 6 square brackets ([ ]) are used to indicate infonnation obtain^ fr^m 
outside the item itself. For special-format items, the chief sources of information include certmn sources dut- 
side the itemitself, These sources are denned for each area below. Information not taken from sources de- 
fined for areas 1 » 2, 4, and 6 will be bracketed, 

0.5. Souirces of information^ " ^ ^ 
Making use of paragraph 0.5: Source Qf/nformationt sub-para 24 of ISBD(NBM), standards for description 
of special-format items provide that the preferred data source for certain areas of information is the inkprint 
original, rather than the braille or recorded itam, its coistainerj or associated matter. This provision is required 
because of the overriding need to identify the special-format item with the inkprint original, and b^use the 
specfai-fonhat copies rarely carry ^1 required Information about the originaJ,

0.10, Misprints 

Miiprinti occurring in the speclal'^format item are reproduced, Misprints occurring in the print original; but 
not recurring in the special format cDpy, are not reproduced.

Edition statements relating to the print originafare carried here as specified In the ISBDCNBM). The 
original is the preferred source of infprnfiation, ^ 

Edition statements related to the special format item may be carried as additional edition statements 
(2.4), or (preferably) in a note. Such statements include data on reissue, remastering, and re-recording of a

4, Publication, Distribution Area 
Data regarding both the publication of the print original and of the special formal copy are carried in the 

catalog record. / "eferaWy, publication information regarding the special format item is carried in a note^ 
(S^ Section 7 below.) Opt3dRally, it may be given as a second occurrence of Area 4, separated from pubn' 
cation information^n the print original either by paragraph indentation or prescribed punctuation. 

The only agency.which must be identifled for special format books is the sponsor. Where different, the 
distributor, duplicating agency, and mastering agency may be identified. 

The preferred source of information for the original is the chief sou^e of Information of the Original; if 
the original is^navailaWe^J^^ from the preferred source of information of the special format item
